BRITISH MINES. 


ALFRED CONSOLS.—The 100 fm. level is driven 1 fm. east of Field’s en- 
gine-shaft ; the lode at this point presents a favourable appearance, being composed of 
capels and beautiful soft spar ; this level will be driven with all possible speed, and at the 
same time we shall prepare for sinking under it. The stopes over the 90 fm. level, east 
of this shaft, are in value just as when commenced, about 507..per fm.

As soon as 
the main lode is cut, we shall drive east and west on the lode, to open stopes in the back.

We finda level 
driven on a north and south silver. lead lode 70 fms., and examining the lode throughout, 
we find it greatly improved in the last few fathoms, and we have broken from the present 
end some good silver lead ores; consequently we recommend driving this level with all 
possible speed, to intersect the great copper lode, where we have not the least doust ’at 
that it will amply repay the present adventurers for so doing, it being only 8 fathoms to 
drive to intersect the junction, the lode being composed ot white clay-slate, fluor-spar, 
mundie, and thickly impregnated with silver-lead ores of a good quality ; and, in con- 
clusion, as it is our firm conviction it is the South Hooe lode, we see no reason why it 
should not prove equally productive.

As yet, however, it las ended in promises: The portions 
of the pitwork first required are not yet sent—those not necessary until the othersare 
used, have been on the mine more than a month. I deem it right that the adventurers 
should be made acquainted with the neglectful treatment received from the founders. 
They wrote on the 6th to say the castings shall be on the mine on Saturday.

Tae SEPARATION OF GoLD FROM QuARTZ.—Some experiments of a very 
interesting character were tried yesterday at Mr. William Longmuaid’s labora. 
tory, in Beaumont-square, Mile-end, in illustration of his recently patented 
process for treating quartz and other minerals containing gold by fusion, through 
which the whole of the valuable metal is obtained ; while the expensive portion 
of the old system of pulverising is avoided, and the washing and amalgamat 
ing operations are entirely dispensed with. In the new process, the larger 
particles of gold are precipitated by their density from the liquid scoria; but 
should any smaller particles remain, a ready means can be adopted for securing 
and making them available. The difference between the two systems, it will 
be perceived, is that, whereas under the pulverising, washing, aud amalgamat- 
ing plan, considerable expense has to be incurred, in addition to the con- 
siderable loss of one-third of the gold; under the new plan, the whole of the 
gold is secured, and the expenditure very considerably reduced. The ex- 
periments of yesterday demonstrated this most clearly, and were perfectly 
satisfactory, so far as could be judged by the parties who witnessed them. 
Even the lower classes of quartz, can, it is stated, be brought into profitable 
working by this mode of fusion, which, if it be eventually brought into full 
and successful operation, will tend largely to increase the supplies of gold both 
from Australia and California. A very fine specimen of Australian gold in the 
matrix, weighing 28 lbs. 5 ozs., the property of Mr. B.S. Lloyd, of Abchurch- 
lane, was shown to the visitors, and in size and shape it resembled a small 
cheese. This specimen, known as the great Australian “ nugget,” was, it will 
be recollected, sold in Sydney by public auction, and realised 1155/7. 





ACCIDENTS. 

Fatal Colliery Explosion— Upwards of Twenly Lives Lost.—A fearful explosion took 
Jace on Thursday in the A pit, Hebburn Colliery, five miles from Shields. There were 
men and boys in the pit, but the explosion was confined to the Chapter flat, an ad 
vance working. The whole of the men and boys in that portion of the colliery, amount- 
ing to 22 in number, were instantly killed by the fire, which was quickly extinguished, 
in consequence of meeting a horse drawing a number of tubs along therolley way. The 
horse was upset and severely injured, but the me.. travelling in the tubs fortunately es- 
caped. The pit was well ventilated, and nothing is as yet known as to the cause producing 
the accident. ‘The lessee of the colliery is Mr. Easton, of Gateshead. The colliery is in 
the fiery Bensliam seam, and this is the third explosion that has taken place in it during 
the last 20 years. The whole of the bodies were brought to the bank in about two hours 
after the accident occurred; but one poor feilow, named Scott,twho went in with the 
hope of saving his brother, fell a victim to his fraternal affection by the after-damp. 

About 40 children are left futherless. No injury has been done to the ventilation, 
Pemberton.—The inquest on the 11 unfortunate victims to the explosion which took 
place at the Norley Hall Colliery, Kit Green, as noticed in our last Number, commenced 
on Monday week, was continued again on Monday last, and finally adjourned until Wed- 
next.

GOLD IN ENGLAND. 
It has been appropriately said, that the most remarkable feature in the history of 
a remarkable age is the diseovery of gold in almost fabulous abundance in different 
parts of the globe. Those, however, who were first bold enough to assert that the 
:precious metal did so exist, were considered candidates, almost, for a lunatic asylum; 
‘and it-was not until the matter was positively ae public, apes ocular de- 
a! tubborn

lieved. Mr. Edwards, who discovered gold in ‘Australia, could get no one either to 
believe his statement or to assist him in his researches, and he. was compelled, by 
circumstances, to leave the richest known gaid geld in the world, to prosecute!his

geologist, Sir Roderick Murchison, likewise in vain, drew attcntion to the existence 
of gold in Australia ; yet the sequel has proved how true ‘their assertions were. 
Both, in fact, were before their time—the minds of men were not prepared forsuch 
startling realities. {[t has ever been so in refi to any organic chang It was 
so with steam, with gas, and other great boons to man, which, at the present day, 
are indispensables of life. With respect to gold also, things;have now altered, and 
the search for that fascinating metal’ has become almost the master passion of the 
geologist, the miner, and the capitalist. Surprise will not, therefore, be felt when 
we announce the fact that the energies of Englishmen have proved the existence 
of gold, apparently ian great abundance, within ourown shores. By an announce- 
ment, which appears in another column, it will be seen that at South Molton, in 
Devonshire, on the property of Lord Poltimore, it is found as rich as in either 
California or Australia. 

The Britannia Mine will, probably, be the pioneer of the discovery of other deposits 
of auriferous ores in the United Kingdom, by drawing attention to the subject,which 
is unquestionably one of national mterest and importance, more especially as the 
locality is within so limited a distance of the metropolis thet the most sceptical may 
quickly verify all that is asserted. That the more valuable gold bearing stones are 
rieh % an extraordinary degree is placed beyond question by the reports of practical 
assayists and theexamination of nearly ali the great geologists and mineralogists of 
the day: while that the bulk is also cially valuable, is evid d by the fact, 
that a London bullion dealer has offered 5/. per ton at the mine for the whole of 
what has hitherto been considered as mere refuse (about 300 tons), and used for 
mending the roads. If London be not payed with gold (and we do not know that 
itis not), it is clear that the roads in the vicinity of North Molton are depositories 
of the precious metal. There are 40 or 50 gold stones at the offices of the company, 
which are rich in the extreme, and ‘altogether quite beautiful. They may be seen 
at any time, as well as portions of the “‘ refuse” heaps, stones of copper, &c. 

Geologically, also, the statements put forth are substantiated. The situation of 
the Britannia Mine, as well asthe greater part of Devonshire, possesses all the 
‘conditions requisite for the discovery of gold. The prevalent surface rock is the 
old red sandstone, or Devonian, ong of the Palwozoic group, in which, and in the 
‘igneous rocks, which are generally associated with them,’gold is alone found in 
‘sufficient abund to be ative. The physical geography of the county is 
characterised, for the most part, by hills more or less steep, with piains and valleys 
intersecting, traversed by rivers and streams, presenting a miniature representation 
of the mountains and valleys of California and Australia, and in the greater part of 
which gold may befound. Atall events, it is only where such conditions exist that 
any safe prediction can be ventured on. 

_ Avother extraordinary and important feature connected with the Britannia Mine 
is the circumstance that shode pits have been sunk in the valleys, and gossan, 
bearing gold, is there found intermixed with the sand, so that the whole of the low 
lands may, appareutly, be “‘streamed” for gold. The locality is covered, at least 
some portion of the valleys, by alluviatdeposits, which have been foundin the same 
manner as the Californian and Australian alluvia. These can be worked by the 
pan and the wooden rocker, and there is no reason why scales and dust should not 
also be found, as the same agencies which have deposited gossan bearing gold could 
havetransported the other. Wedenot know whether boulders, or rounded pebbles, 











occur in the vicinity, but if they do, then, most assurediy, the sands containing 
them have been formed by denudation, or that abrasion which the surface of the 


earth has undergone from water in past ages. As the Bevonshiré hills were being 


slowly elevated, by subterraneon action, above the waters, their sides and summits 
were exposed to the violence of the tides, waves, and breakers continually dashing 


and beating against them, wearing away small particles of the ’reck, mixed with 


scales and spangles of gold contained therein, which were then transported by 
currents into theplains and vaileys intersecting them, while lager masses of rock 
were undermined and torn away-by breakers, which were transmeted into boulders 


and rounded, by attrition, into beds of pebbles. The larger pieces of gold, from 


their greater specific gravity, were, of course, the first to be precipitated, and fell 
at the flanks or feet of the hills,:wiile the smaller particles were conveyed to'greater 
distances. Ht does not, however, follow, that gold will be found only near to surface, 
for it frequently occurs | that rich gold alluvium is covered: by a thick deposit of 
soil containing no vestige of gold, the upper deposit having been formed after the 
water had extracted all the gold-from the neighbouring-moeuntains and buried it 


in the lower bed. 


Space will not permit us to say more on this interesting undertaking, but we

NEW SLATE SAWING MACHINERY. 
In the Mining Journal of April 24-we gave the particulars of an experi- 


thyn Slate Quarries. ‘The 
towards the saw blades, the saws themselves travel, and can be so arranged 
as to make eight cuts instead of one, as by the old machine. It consists 
of along rectangular frame, supported by upright frames, composed of two 
cross-beams, or rails, connected by parallel guide toda, the latter passed 
through bosses formed in the ends of the frame. In connection with these 
are screws worked by hand wheels, whereby the frame can be raised or 
lowered as necessary. The end frames are supported on wheels, by which 
the whole machine may be moved about as required, on rails laid down for 
the purpose. The saw carriage runs upon wheels, which rest upon the 
upper edge of the side rails of the frame. There are other wheels attached 
to the saw carriage, which serve to keep it steady and free from shaking, 
and yet admitting of its having a to-and-fro motion on the frame. Motion 
is communicated to the main shaft, and through it to spindles on the saw 
shafts by an endless band, or chain, passing round a pulley at each end of 
the frame, and kept in close contact by smaller pulleys bearing against 
them.

The Cornwall Railway will complete the trunk line of communication between London, 
Bristol, Exeter, Plymouth, Falmouth, and Penzance. The length of the line will be63 
miles, extending from Plymouth to Truro and Falmouth, joining the South Devon Rail- 
way at Plymouth, and the West Cornwall Railway at Truro. It received the sanction of 
Parliament in 1846; the works were immediately commenced ; about seven miles of the 
line were in a very forward state, the land for which was purchased and paid for, when 
the monetary crisis of 1847 compelled the directors to suspend the works and put an énd 
to the contracts which had been entered into. 

The present altered state of the money market, and the greatly reduced priceat which

The importance of the line as the last connecting link between the metropolis and the 
extreme western ports of Falmouth and Penzance will be apparent.
